So wrote David Lawrence— one 
of the president’s severest critics 
so far as domestic policy is con­

News of Novem ber 30. 
About all the average 
citizen 
knows about U. S. foreign policy 
as related to the other 
countries 
in this hemisphere is tnat 
it 
is 
governed by something celebrated 
and vague 
called 
the 
Monroe 
doctrine. 
Probably not one citi­ 
zen in fifty could accurately tell 
you what 
the 
Monroe 
doctrine 
provides. 
And probably not one 
citzien in a hundred realizes that 
the doctrine has been virtually a 
dead letter for several years and. 
as w ell, has caused a vast amount 
of unfriendly feeling toward this 
country in the Republics to 
the 
south. 
Briefly and roughly 
described, 
the Monroe doctrine meant that 
the United States would not per­ 
mit any European government io 
take over territory in Latin Am ­ 
erica— that the U. S. would 
act 
as a “Big Brother” in protecting 
Latin American territorial rights 
as w ell as its own. 
This seemed 
fair enough—but the doctrine hud 
not been in effect for long before 
discord arose. 
More than a cen­ 
tury ago, Brazil requested that the 
doctrine, 
in 
David 
Lawrence’s 
words, “be 
made 
international, 
that it become a sort of offensive 
and defensive alliance in 
which 
all Latin countries 
should 
join 
with the United States in keeping 
European armies and navies out 
of this part of the world . . .” That 
request was refused, as were sim ­ 
ilar requests made periodically in 
later years. 
Consequently, the Latin repub­ 
lics came 
to 
feel,

or 
wrongly, that the U. S. was tak­ 
ing advantage of the doctrine to 
rule their countries.

Cyrus Edward, Andrew 
McGirk, j 
John F. Ryland, all future judges 
of the Missouri Supreme Court, 
and Duff Green, Missouri lawyer 
who l>eeam< nationally prominent 
as a newspaper editor and writer. 
Hayden, like many of his legal 
contemperarics, attained a posi­ 
tion in the- foremost ranks of the 
Missouri bar through the diligent 
applications of his own 
efforts.

with February, 1933. 
Applying these percentages 
to 
its data on the brew ing industry, 
the National Institute of 
M anu­ 
facturers and Distributors, 
Inc., 
finds that they represent 
60,000 
additional employees and 
$107,- 
000,000 increase in annual 
pay­ 
rolls. 
The total em ploym ent in 
the 
700 brew eries operating in A ug­ 
ust, 1936, 
was 
76,700 
persons 
whose wages on an annual basis 
would total $127,300.000. In Feb­ 
ruary, 1933, there w ere only 164 
breweries, which w ere m anufact­ 
uring near beer, with about 17,000 
em ployees and an annual payroll 
of approxim ately $20,500,000.

AUTHORITY TELLS NEED 
FOR TEXTILE STANDARDS 


Almost no quality 
grades 
or 
standards for fabrics and clothing 
to protect the feminine consumer 
in her buying exist in 
industry 
today, according to Mrs. Adelle E. 
Ginter, assistant professor of home 
economics at the University 
of 
Missouri. 
Few women, Mrs. Ginter says, 
shop intelligently for clothes 
and 
textiles. 
As they do 
not 
know 
how to judge fabric quality them­ 
selves and as they cannot be en­ 
lightened by non-informative lab­ 
els on products, they have 
little 
or no protection when they buy 
clothing or clothing materials. 
“Consumers are not 
conscious 
of the need of 
standards,” 
this 
textile expert states, “anti 
they 
have not demanded them of in­ 
dustry and government agencies.” 
She feels the most urgent need 


in all consumer buying today is 
the attaching of more 
informa­ 
tive labels to products, especially 
clothing and textiles. 
An indus­ 
trial achievement of this type is 
being made more necessary with 
the introduction of new kinds of 
manufactured 
materials 
which 
hide their identity from the con­ 
sumer. 
“And yet, oven when the manu­ 
facturers place informative labels 
on products,” said Mrs. 
Ginter, 
“the consumer still needs the as­ 
surance that the information 
is 
accurate.” 
This relation of the 
consumer 
and the retailer she described as 
a trust between the two, indicate 
that textile buying could be put 
on a scientific basis if the con­ 
sumer and the retailer would co­ 
operate in their mutual 
knowl­ 
edge of the product. 
Women who buy 
should 
de­ 
mand to know the guage of the 
hosiery for 
sale, 
they 
should 
know 
that 
“sanforized” 
means 
controlled shrinkage, and should 
not be too quick to buy a 
gar­ 
ment that is marked merely, “pre­ 
shrunk.” Th«* retailer, to do h s 
part, must give his clerks a back­ 
ground for textile 
selling 
and, 


despite price 
competition, 
must 
represent the re’ative quality 
of 
different brands of goods exactly 
as it is. 
The only governmental 
agency 
which attempts 
to 
protect 
the 
consumer, 
Mrs. 
Ginter 
pointed 
j out, is the federal trade commis*» 
j sion. 
Its function is to 
correct 
j the practice of misleading adver- 
i tising. 
But its power to enforce 
: a scheme of informative labels is 
| limited to the extent that it can­ 
not act unless there is a contro­ 
versy between 
companies 
over 
unfair competition. 
Mrs. Ginter anticipates a move­ 
ment among consumers to 
effect 
legislation for the purpose of set­ 
ting up standards 
for 
slothing 
materials and for providing 
in­ 
formative labels to be attached to 
them. 
When consumers become 
con­

chemical

agricultural products.

icals and method have been d e ­ 
veloped by Dr. Hans W interkorn 
(»1 the University of Missouri Col­ 
lege and Agriculture. 
His worK 
is also being supported 
by 
th e 
State Highway 
D epartm ent, 
th e 
U. S. Departm ent of A griculture, 
tnd tiie A rgentine Governm ent. 
This way of constructing roads 
is expected to be especially pop­ 
ular in 
those 
districts 
w here 
gravel, crushed rock, and 
other 
aggregates are not readily avail­ 
able. 
It is also expected to be 
used extensively in 
establishing 
the base tor concrete and other 
types of highway surfacing. 
The 
surt ice 
created 
by 
the 
method has 
rem arkable 
tensile 


strength and surface 
resistance, 
Its tensile strength h is been test­ 
ed and in dry conditions amounts 
to some 200 pounds 
per 
square j 
inch. 
T he material has been left i 
in w ater 30 days without notice- j 
able disintegration. 
There are three ways of using 
the chemical 
m ixture 
developed 1 
by Dr. W interkorn. 
It 
can

spread on the suface of the road, 
much as oil is sprc ad oh certain 
dirt roads. 
W hen used in 
this 
manner, the cost is approxim ately 
$250 a mill*, which is comparable 
to the cheapest road 
surfacings. 
The see mil way si to loosen 
the 
surface of the road down 
to 
a 
depth of five or six inches 
and 
then apply the chemical m ixture 
with a subterranean machine u n ­ 
d er and through the surface. 
The 
cost then increases to about $4000 
a mile, which 
is 
approxim ately 
two or three times as much 
as 
gravel surfacing costs when first 
applied.

thus created is considered 
much 
m ere satisfactory than gravel. 
The third method requires 
the 
use of a mixer. 
The soil is scoop­ 
ed up and mixed w ith the chem ­ 
icals in a m achine and then spread 
aut behind to he rolled into place 
to form the road surface.

last method costs in the neighbor­ 
hood of $0000 a mile but a stab­ 
ilized base is formed which Will 
often last for 14 years or more.

This property, 
comprising

acres, borders Highway 
21 
near 
the southern limits of Ironton. In­ 
side the stone wall

with pond lilies. 
A well shaded 
lawn is on one side and a gravel 
roadway leads from the entrance 
to the twelve-room mansion 
in 
front of which is the tall stately 
tree called 
Grant 
oak,

received his commission as briga­ 
dier-general. 
On this spot twenty-five years 
later the survivors of 
the 
21st 
Illinois volunteer infantry erected 
a granite and broze statue inscrib­ 
ed as follows: 
Erected 1886 
By the Surviving Veterans of the 
21st Regt. 111. Vol. Inft. 
To Commemorate the Spot Where 
Their Col. Ulysses S. Grant 
Received His Commission As 
General 1861 
And Parting From His Rcgt. 
Entered On His Career of Victory 
“Let Us Have Peace.” 
Inside the roomy old mansion, 
a solid 
walnut 
stairway 
leads 
from the entrance to the second 
floor, with its spacious bedrooms, 
nearly 
all 
with 
fireplace 
and 
cedar-lined clothes closets. 
An­ 
other climb to the smaller 
attic 
rooms is followed by a few steep 
steps to the cupola, where a view 
of the whole valley can be 
ob­ 
tained. 
The basement under the whole 
house is large enough to store fuel 
and food for a small town, and in 
one section is an arrangement for 
cooling milk and butter by allow­

around the containers. 
Mr. and Mrs. T. A. Goodman, 
formerly of St. Louis, now of Chi­

Goodmans 
made 
many improvements, fencing

tions of all the authorities upon

Hayden was born 
near 
Paris, 
Kentucky, on February 8, 
1798.

until he was twenty-one when he

BEAVERS IN NEW 
OUTWIT 
1IOMK 
ENGINEERS 


Jersey 
County 
beavers 
at 
Beaver Lake* on the* L. E. Groppel 
farm near Rosedale are attracting 
biology student* from m any parts 
of the district 
bet vexm 
Jersey 
County and St. Louis. 
L. E. Groppel, 
form er 
Jersey 
County superintende nt of schools, 
is taking an active interest in the 
anim als and m aking an intensive 
study of their habits. 
It w as be­ 
lieved that the anim als 
w orked 
w ith soft wood only, but the four 
beavers released in the lake near 
R osedale have dem onstrated that 
they can utilize 
hard 
wood 
as 
w ell as soft. 
In fact they not only 
cut dow n and w orked up a black 1 
oat tree, but at present are busily 
engaged in falling a w hite oak. 
The* anim als cut through a part | 
of the white oak and hit “dead 
w ood.’’ 
They im m ediately stop­ 
ped cutting and -ought to begin 
at a point some- 
distance 
above 
the original starting place. 
They 
carried enough ciay and grass to 
build a platform high enough to 
elevate the w orkei to the point of 
the second cutting. 
T he w ater level in B eaver Luke 
is m aintained at a certain level by 
m eans 
of 
an 
overflow 
outlet. 


Groppel reported that the anim als 
w ere not content w ith the w ater 
already in the 
lake, 
but 
have 
started to reconstruct the 
work 
done a year ago by CCC w orkers 
it the outlet and are building a 
dam near the w ater escape w hich 
w ill stop up the outlet and m ake 
a I.ike* 40 feed deep and covering 
30 acres of land instead 
of 
the 
p ie * nt 10 or 12 acres. 
“They started the base of their 
proposed dam ,” G roppel said, “by 
dragging in dead lim bs that have 
sunk to the bottom of the w ater. 
This m aterial 
could 
not 
float. 
Then they m ixed long gras w ith 
clay for a plaster. 
“The dead brush was som ew hat 
w oven together before the plaster 
was applied. 
N ow in 
preparing 
this plaster, the soil close at hand 
contained much hum us and 
did 
not serve best to m ix w ith grass, 
so the beavers w ent a consider­ 
able distance to get real red clay 
from a dam the CCC boys helped 
construct. 
“ 1 think a lot of these little fe l­ 
lows, but 1 don’t w ant that pipe 
stopped. 
Of course, they want all 
the w ater they can get. but I feci 
as if 10 acres is all i can afford 
m ovie I to let them have. 
If they carry 
out their plans, they w ill have a 
30-acre lake, 40 feet deep. 
"Since I have bt*en 
a 
school 
teacher, I can’t help but think of 
these beavers as Ixiys. 
They try 
to outw it you, but generally, 
if 
one thinks, th e situation can be 
handled. 
H ow ever, 
w ith 
these 
fellow s it is different. 
1 suggest­ 
ed putting chicken w ire about tin 
pipe, but w as soon rem inded that 
this w ould only m ake good lath 
for their plaster." 
Groppel related how the beav­ 
ers had dredged one of the inlets 
into the lake in order to float a 
large lim b into the m ain body of 
w ater. 
The lim b w as eut out of 
the top of a tree and they dragged 
it to tin* beginning of the ravine. 
Then they got busy and cleared 
ill tlu* surplus brush 
from 
the 
w ater and got a clear way into 


the main lake before m oving the 
large piece of tim ber. 
Groppel reported that he 
saw 
one 12-foot piece of tim ber w hicn 
the boss • beaver 
had 
evid en tly 
marked off. Every so m any inches 
he had cut a nick to be follow ed 
in cutting the stick into pieces. - 
St. Louis P ost-D ispatch.
